Subject. — Import of 35 mm/TO mm. sound and projection reproduction 
equipment against quota licences for Cinema machinery for April, 
1062— March, 1963. 

No. 147 -ITC(PN)/ 62 . —Attention of the importers is invited to remark (b) 
appearing against SI, Nos. 65(1—4) (11) (i)/V—Sound and Projection Reproduc¬ 
tion Equipment—1/4 H.P. and above and 65(1—4)(il)(ii)/V—Sound and Pro¬ 
jection Reproduction Equipment under 1/4 H.P. as given in Appendix 31 of the 
Red Book for April, 1962—March, 1963, which permits the import of complete 35 
mm. Sound and Projection equipment of 1/4 H.P, and above and under 1/4 H.P., 
with certain accessories and spares according to the prescribed scales, except 
such as are banned for import under Appendix 35. 

2. The import of 70 mm. Sound and projection reproduction equipment is not 
permitted. In this connection, a number of representations have been received 
from the importers for allowing the import of 35/70 mm. Cinema Projectors 
which can be adapted for exhibition of Cinema films with width ranging from 35 
mm. to 70 mm. 

3. The position has been reviewed and it has been decided that the import of 
complete 35/70 mm. Sound and projection Reproduction equipment with permis¬ 
sible accessories and spares as prescribed in the cuirent Red Book and permissi¬ 
ble components thereof, will be permitted for a value not exceeding 30 per cent, 
of the face value of quota licences for S. Nos. 65(1-—4)(ll)(i)/V, and 65(1—4) 
(ll)(ii)/V, for the period April, 1962—March. 1963. The import of items which 
are banned in Appendix 35, will not be permitted, 

4. It has also been decided that 30 per cent, of the face value of the additional 
licences granted for import of components of Sound and Projection Reproduction 
equipment and Film Studio equipment under remark (d) against S. Nos. 65(1—4) 
(11) (i)/V, 85(1—4) (11) (ii)/V, and 85(1—4) (11) (iii)/V, will be allowed to be 
utilised for Import of permissible components of 35/70 mm. Sound and Projection 
Reproduction equipment. 

5. The Customs authorities will allow the clearance of the permissible 35/70 
mm. Sound Projection and Reproduction Equipment and components thereof, 
against the existing quota/additional licences granted under S. Nos. 65(1—4) (11) 
(i)/V, 65(1—4) (11) (ii)/V, and 65(1—4) (11) (iii)/V, to the extent indicated 
above, on the authority of this Public Notice and it will not be necessary for the 
licence-holders to present the licences to the licensing authorities for amendment.

Subject,—E xport of bauxUe—during October, 1962— October, 1963 and 
October, 1963— October, 1964— Procedure regarding. 

No. 8/ETC(PN)/62.—(1) It Is notified for the Information of the trade that 
export of bauxite within an over ail ceiling of 5.5 lakh tons per annum will be 
allowed in the next two years i.e., October 25, 1962, to 24th October, 1963, and 
25th October, 1963, to 24th October, 1964. 

(2) Export will be permissible ftom all ports of India including Goa and 
there will be no port-wise quantity restrictions. 

(3) Applications received by tbe Export Trade Control authorities at the ports 
for export of bauxite through ports other than Saurashtra ports, Bombay and 
Calcutta, will be disposed of after reference to the Chief Controller of Exports, 
New Delhi.
